Five arrested for 
home invasion 

Five people are under arrest 
and one person was taken 
to hospital for treatment of 
what police said were minor 
injuries following a home 
invasion early Monday. 

The home invasion took 
place inside a Barker Street 
home in Niagara Falls. 

Police said suspects entered 
the home with a replica fire¬ 
arm and another weapon. 
Police are not disclos¬ 
ing what was taken dur¬ 
ing the robbery, but would 
only say “some items were 
taken from the house.” 
Niagara Regional Police 
received a call at about 2 
a.m. regarding a distur¬ 
bance inside the home, 
which is located a short dis¬ 
tance from Main Street. Yel¬ 
low police tape surrounded 
the home on Tuesday and 
an unmarked police vehicle 
remained parked in front of 
the two-storey residence. 

“A firearm was seen, but no 
shots were fired,” said NRP 
Staff Sgt Luigi Greco, who 
remained at the scene Tues¬ 
day while other officers con¬ 
tinued to gather evidence at 
the home, and also a short dis- 
tance away near Culp Street. 
Members of the Emer¬ 


gency Task Unit, the 
canine unit and the Foren¬ 
sic Services Unit were all 
involved in searching sev¬ 
eral areas that were related 
to the investigation. 

“Three people were arrested 
within the first few min¬ 
utes of police arriving at the 
scene," said Greco. Two oth¬ 
ers were located later and 
were taken into custody. 
“Some other weapons were 
also seen, but we will not be 
disclosing any of that informa¬ 
tion at this time,” said Greco. 
“Some physical evidence has 
been found. Avictim sus¬ 
tained minor injuries, cuts 
and bruises, and was taken 
to hospital for treatment.” 
Police are asking residents 
to give them a call if they 
locate any suspicious items. 
Two of the people arrested 
for robbery, both from Cam¬ 
bridge, are 16 and 17 years of 
age and cannot be identified. 
Two others, Christopher 
Aragon, 18, and Dennis Rod¬ 
riguez, 21, also from Cam¬ 
bridge, and Justin Tay¬ 
lor, 21, of Niagara Falls, 
are all charged with rob¬ 
bery. Rodriguez and Taylor 
are also charged with fail¬ 
ing to comply with condi¬ 
tions of their probation. 

All five accused were 
held in custody pend¬ 
ing their bail hearings in 
St. Catharines court.

Do You Remember? 


It’s time for hard questions 
and serious debate 


N o one should be overly 

surprised former Niagara 
Falls MPP and current city 
councillor Kim Craitor decided to 
take a pass on running for the NDP 
in next month’s federal election. 

Craitor’s sudden and vaguely 
explained departure from Queen’s 
Park would surely have been a 
question he didn’t want to deal with. 
So in his stead, Carolynn Ioannoni, 
another city councillor, has secured 
the nomination, with Craitor, the 
one-time Liberal, introducing her at 
this week's meeting. 

This could actually make the 
Niagara Falls riding campaign, which 
includes Niagara-on-the-Lake and 
Fort Erie, interesting for a change. 

Even if incumbent Rob Nicholson 
is in the end successful, we’re 
curious to see if Ioannoni actually 
makes him work for it. 

In a story last week, Ioannoni 
proclaimed she "doesn’t do BS 
very well." Of course, we know all 
politicians do, in fact, have a certain 
supply of BS on which they are ready 
to draw if needed. However, we 
will give Ioannoni credit for being 
unafraid to ask questions. She has 
demonstrated that week after week 
during Niagara Falls council meetings, 
pounding away at staff and colleagues 
alike when there is a topic she doesn’t 
understand, like or agree with. 

She needs to maintain that 


approach, because she could bring 
to this race exactly what it needs: 
someone who is willing to come out 
with hard, bold questions that lead 
to serious debate. 

Nicholson, the current minister of 
foreign affairs, should be called upon 
to defend botb the platform of the 
prime minister and his own record as 
a local MP. What has he done for his 
riding? More importantly, what are 
his specific goals for the riding during 
the next term? 

This is where politicians are often 
tripped - the pesky vision thing. 
Fortunately for them, they aren’t often 
called on it It’s not an easy thing to 
articulate when constituents complain 
about infrastructure, unemployment 
or health care - and want it all fixed 
with out taxes going up. 

Still, that’s their job. And while 
Nicholson has to run on his past and 
future, Ioannoni and Liberal hopeful 
Ron Planche need to do more than 
hammer endlessly about the need 
for change in Ottawa. What does that 
mean? What have they done, or what 
would they do, if they wound up as 
MP? What would their riding look 
like under their guidance? 

No one has presented much of a 
solid vision on which they can be 
judged by voters. We’re hoping that 
changes over the next few weeks.

LOAF 

• 1 3/4 cups all purpose flour 

• 1/3 cup cocoa, sift if lumpy 

• 1/2 tsp baking powder 

• 1/2 tsp. baking soda 

• 1/2 tsp salt 

• Combine in small bowl and set aside. Then cream together 

• 11/3 cups granulated sugar 

• 2 large eggs 

• 1 tsp vanilla extractCombine water and sugar in medium sauce¬ 
pan. Bring to boil on medium then reduce to medium low heat. 
Simmer, uncovered for five minutes, stirring occasionally. 

Then grate 11/3 cups zucchini (with peel) and add 1/3 cup 
soured milk. 

In a small separate bowl add the flour mixture to the egg mixture 
in three small additions, alternating with zucchini/milk mixture. 
Mix well after each addition so no dry flour remains. You can add 
1/2 cup chopped walnuts or pecans if you wish before placing 
mixture in greased loaf pan. Bake in 350 degree oven for 70 to 80 
minutes or until pick inserted in centre comes out clean. Let stand 
for 10 minutes before removing to rack to cool.
